Possibly because of hi* sincere interest in the welfare

Daniel*, secretary of the navy under President Wilson, 
drsw upon his head more than hi* share of criticism. 
It wa* natural that hi* political enemies should have 
sought every opportunity to attaek him. That wa* to be 
cgpsciad, but it is regrettable that so many open-minded 
Americans should have given evidence of actually believ­ 
ing all of the unkind things said about the former secre­ 
tary. 
It i« a pleasure to discover, even at this late day, 
that Josephus Daniel* is being given some of the praise 
that was rightfully his, because of the success of hia ad­ 
ministration, , 
Thg Nashville Tennesseean says: 
during the strain and stress of actual war this 
tremendous Navy, under the administration of Jos­ 
ephus Daniels, tost About half as many ships as has 
been lost under his successors in time of profound 
peace. The shrunken Navy wc now posses* i* losing 
men and ships at a greater rate than was lost during 
a great war. 
And this does not take Into account 
our airships that fall on the land and our airplanes 
that fall in the sea. Truly, here is a contrast worthy 
of remark. 
We may recall a committee gravely hearing the
